065KE) >—In exercise oi ihe powers conferred by section 7 of the 
Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1051, namely:— 

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Tenth amendment) 
Rules, 1074. 

(2) They shall come into ferce on the date of their publication in the official 
Gazette, 

% In the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, for rule 416, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely:— 

“416. powers of Telegraph Authority .—The Telegraph Authority may, if it 
considers it necessary to do so, refuse to comply with any applica¬ 
tion for a telephone or similar service or for alterations of any 
such existing service and may after giving the subscriber, a notice 
in writing stating the reasons for the withdrawal, withdraw 
either totally or partially any telephone'or similar service provided 
under these rules; provided that in emergent cases such notice may 
be given to the subscriber within a period of seven days after the 
withdrawal has been effected.”
